CHICAGO FUND OFFICIALS

CHICAGO—Local friends of the United Jewish Appeal, roused 
to action by a collapse of negotiations on the 1950 drive, fought 
this week to persuade local fund-raising leaders to offer a realistic 
pasis for negotiations to end the Chicago fund deadlock. 

After months of haggling over constantly smaller allocations 


to the UJA from Chicago drives, 
agreement was reached on nego- 
fiations to meet objections of 
BJA leaders. 

A negotiating committee of the 
Chicago Combined Jewish Appeal 
met with UJA leaders Monday 
and created a new crisis by an- 
nouncing they had no authority 
to negotiate.

The film, “Sword in the Des- 
ert,” had been shown for two 
days at the “New Gallery Cine- 
ma,” where a number of disor- 
derly incidents had been precipi- 
tated by followers of Sir Oswald 
Mosley and his fascist organiza- 
tion. The Mosleyites spread 
false alarms about bombs in the 
theatre, threw smoke and stench 
bombs and scared the patrons by 
letting loose huge rats. 


Administrative Council 
Rejects Neumann Slam

NEW YORK—tThe eight months of Daniel Frisch’s presidency of the Zionist Organization of 
America was the target of a sharp assault this week from Dr. Emanuel Neumann, Frisch’s prede- 
cessor, and Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver, but Frisch managed to get a unanimous endorsement of his 
report to the "ZOA’s powerful administrative council. 

The occasion was a meeting Sunday of the administrative council, ruling body of the ZOA be- 


tween conventions. It was the 
first meeting since Frisch’s return 
from Israel. 

Led by Neumann, Frisch's foes 
charged him with neglecting to 
consult Dr. Silver and other Zion- 
ist leaders before making pro- 
nouncements on Zionist policy on 
such matters as chalutziut (pio- 
neering for Israel). 

A full corps of newspapermen 
attended the session. 

The opposition asserted that un- 
der Frisch’s administration, the 
ZOA was losing its political ef- 
fectiveness. 

Frisch, who is ill, defended his 
administration, and his rep ort 
was unanimously endorsed. 

Frisch plans to leave for Ro- 
chester, Minn. for a checkup at 
the Mayo Clinic. He has cancelled 
all speaking engagements, includ- 
ing one in Los Angeles. Louis 
Lipsky, veteran Zionist and chair- 
man of the American Zionist 
Council, will replace Frisch for a 
Houston appearance. 

BEN-GURION INVITED 

The meeting approved a resolu- 
tion to hold the 53rd ZOA con- 
vention in a midwest city in June 
and also backed an_ invitation 
made by Frisch to David Ben- 
Gurion, Israel Prime Minister, to 
attend the convention. 

The all-day session opened in 
the morning with reports of the 
various committees. Membership 
was ‘reporting rising after a 
slump and the financial picture 
was reported as favorable. 

Frisch made his report on his 
work as president, particularly on 
his trip to Israel, where he re- 
ported progress in General Zion- 
ist projects.

The fight on Frisch was opened 
by Neumann, who said he was 
not a member of any opposition 
but that he was disturbed about 
the fact that he learned about 
major ZOA developments only 
after they had happened. 


Neumann assailed Frisch for 
his steady flow of pronounce- 
ments on Zionist policy and com- 
plained that he had not been con- 
sulted during the past eight 
months. 


Neumann then added that even 
Silver was not being consulted. 

A half dozen speakers rose to 
Frisch’s defense. Rabbi Osher 
Kirschenbaum, president of the 
Long Island ZOA region, asserted 
that the past presidents were try- 
ing to dictate to the present ad- 
ministration. Herman Bernstein 
of district 7, part of the Manhat- 
tan district, also defended Frisch. 

Silver then rose to discuss the 
issues. Both he and Neumann 
stressed that the American Zion- 
ist Council was ineffective, par- 
ticularly in reference to the stun- 
ning defeat suffered by Israel on 
the Jerusalem internationalization 
proposal. 


LIPSKY RAPS NEUMANN 

Lipsky, speaking as chairman 
ef the Zionist Council, rose to 
debate Neumann’s stand and said 
that the Zionist Council had fol- 
lowed Zionist policy created by 
Neumann when as president, he 
demanded that Israel have tke 
sole right to initiate policy, with 
the U.S. Zionist movement simply

Lipsky also asserted that Silver 
was responsible for the disman.

Dr. Silver, in what appeared to 
be a new effort in a quiet cam- 
paign to resume power in USS, 
Zionism, called for stimulation of 
private investment in Israel and 
a strong drive for expansion of 
chalutziut. 


Under Frisch, the ZOA has 
withdrawn from the private in- 
vestment field and his program 
of chalutziut has evoked wide 
spread criticism. At Frisch’s in- 
sistence, the ZOA dropped its ft 
nancial support of Plugat Aliyah, 
the general Zionist chalutz move- 
ment, for a new program which 
remains to be implemented. 


Frisch defended his record on 
chalutziut, asserting he was as 
strongly in favor of that pro- 
gram as ever but that he differed 
with present means. The ZOA 
president is on record as oppos- 
ing haschshara (actual collective 
training) in the United States, as 
practiced by the chalutz move- 
ment of all parties at present. He 
wants hachshara transfered te 
Israel, with the ZOA selecting 
candidates in the United States 
for quick courses, before send- 
ing them to Israel for training.

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Israeli Envoys Specially Trained On Contacts with Local Jewries 


NEW YORK-—Israel’s diplomats, in additional 
to the usual training of envoys, also get special 
instructions on staying out of any disputes between 
the Governments of the countries to which they are 
assigned, and the Jewish communities of those coun- 
tries. 

The special task of Israeli envoys—to be on 
good terms with both the local Jewish communities 
and the Goverrfments—has turned out to be a very 
delicate task, a correspondent for the CHRISTIAN 
SCIENCE MONITOR reported in a recent study. 

“All of our diplomats have strictest instructions 
not to allow themselves to be drawn in any way 
into controveries between the Governments to which 
they are accredited and the Jewish communities 
there,” Dr. Walter Eytan, the director general of the 
Israeli Ministry of Foreign Affairs, told the cor- 
respondent, Francis Ofner. 

As far as the democratic countries are con- 
cerned, no difficulties have arisen but in countries 
under Soviet domination, the story is a different one. 

The problems in such cases stem from the at- 
titude of many Jews that Israel is in some respects 
like the Vatican State of world Catholicism, the 
correspondent reported. 

For such Jews, Israel represents both the re- 
ligious laws of Judaism as well as the political ideas 
of Zionism. The fact makes for a wide area of po- 


tential conflict with the all-embracing ideologies of 
the Communist-controlled states, with the potential 
frequently having become actual conflict. 

Among the more striking qualities of the Israeli 
diplomatic service reported by Ofner was a dynamic 
power, which he attributed to the youth of the corps. 

Only three officials of’ the Ministry in Tel Aviv 
are over 50, while 80 per cent of the staff officials 
are under 35. 

There have also been plenty of shortcomings 
and mistakes, which Ofner in part attributed to the 
fact that the foreign service staff has come mainly 
from collective farmers, writers, artists, business- 
men and Zionist politicians. There is not one pro- 
fessional diplomat in the organization, Ofner re- 
ported. 


One of the main sources of strength is a strong 
informality and democratic atmosphere. 

The most energetic foe of red tape is Foreign 
Minister Moshe Sharret, who often surprises people 
calling him on the telephone by answering it him- 
self. 

One story told about Ralph Bunche, former 
United Nations mediator for Palestine, was listed 
by Ofner. Bunche said that during his meetings with 
the Israeli foreign officials he had learned to say 
“Your Excellency” in Hebrew. 


Israeli friends told him there was no such ex- 
pression in Hebrew. Bunche insisted there must be, 
because he had heard Israeli officials formally ad- 
dress Sharret with the words, “Shma Moshe.” Bunche 
asked whether that didn’t mean “Your Excellency.” 

Whereupon Dr. Bunche was informed that “Shma 
Moshe” is the Israeli equivalent for “Say, Joe.” 

Israel’s Foreign Service, though it has learned 
its job well, really started from scratch, Ofner re- 
ported. 

In mid-May in 1948, Ehud Avriel was named 
Israel’s first Minister Plenipotentiary and Envoy Ex- 
traordinary.” The appointment was for Czechoslo- 
vakia. 

No one knew how to draw up proper diplomatic 
credentials so a typewritten, businesslike power of 
attorney was sent to Avriel’s Prague address. 

A few days later, Ofner reported, the Czech 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs sent Avriel a sample 
of the Czech’s flowery type of diplomatic credentials 
“for the future use of the Government of Israel.” 

“Today, cutaways, top hats, credentials and pro- 
tocol in general function as smoothly within Israel’s 
Foreign Service, as if it had an age-old tradition in 
diplomacy,” the correspondent reported.

The opposition to the program was led by Rabbis Rudolph 
Rosenthal, Israel Porath and Jack Herman, and by Nathan Bril- 
iant, director of the Bureau of Jewish Eduction. 


Reports from Jewish parents who acted as observers at the 
schools indicated an increase in understanding and good will among 
children, a decrease of specifically Christian religious elements in 
school activities, a furthering of inter-cultural activities and a much 
greater sense of satisfaction and importance on the part of the 
Jewish pupils. The parents recommend continuation of the pro- 


The rabbis argued that the program was an intrusion of re- 
ligion into the public schools. 

“This weakens the Jewish position in upholding the principle 
ef church and state,” Rabbi Rosenthal said. “Unless we make our 
position a clear cut support of this principle, we will be in a much 
worse position when the problems of released time and Bible read- 
ings in the public schools arise.” 

RABBI DOESN’T LIKE DEAL 

Rabbi Porath likened the Chanukah-Christmas joint program 
to acceptance by Jews of eating ham, if non-Jews would eat gefulte 
fish. He said Christians were happy when Jewish children joined 


in Christmas activities, asserting that it was a step closer to con- 
version. He said that nothing happens when non-Jewish children 
sing Chanukah songs, since Jews are not interested in converts. 

The delegate body voted down a motion that the results of the 
program be studied objectively before a decision was made. 

As part of the program, the Jewish Community Council had 
prepared a special manual for public schools on Chanukah observ- 
ance. The manual was used extensively by schools in Cleveland 
and its suburbs and school authorities had indicated they were 
eased with | the results and hoped the work would « continue.

The AFL executive council approved a resolution to that eect 
at.its annual meeting here, assert- - —— seme 
ing that the Soviet campaign ie Bs ge ee Ae 
against minority groups was 
based on “cultural grounds.” 


HOW IT’S PLANNED 

“The new drive to make impos- 
sible the continued existence of 
Jews in Russia and its satellite 
areas is going on under the flag 
of a savage war against so-called 
cosmopolitanism,” the executive 
council said. 


The statement said that a 
“vicious campaign” was under 
way in the USSR to drive all Jews 
from jobs involving contact with 
the Russian masses or with the 
people of other countries. 











“All citizens of Jewish origin 
have been eliminated from the 
Soviet occupation administrations 
in Austria and Germany,” the 
AFL leaders said; adding that 
Jews no longer are to be permit- 
ted to be members of Soviet dele- 
gations and foreign missions or 
to undergo training for diplomatic 
service. 


OTHER WAYS AVAILABLE 

The statement said that no 
actual mass slaughters were 
planned against Russian and sat- 
elllite state Jews but that in the 
police state the same end could 
be achieved by “cultural pog- 
roms,” in which conditions are 
enforced that make life impossi- 
ble, such as ostracism and loss 
of means to earn a living.

WOMEN’S BRANDEIS GROUP HEAD 
DENIES ANY DUPLICATION IN WORK 


By HELEN COHEN 
S. H. L. Michaels of Boston, president of the National Wom- 
Ms Committee of Brandeis University, writes: 

“A previous issue carried Helen Cohen’s column wherein she 
eommented on the new women’s organization associated with Bran- 
deis University. 

“It is unfortunate that Helen Cohen did not obtain information 
from any of the officers of the National Women’s Committee for 
Brandeis University before penning her remarks. 
She questions the need of establishing a new organ- 
jzation solely for the purpose of stocking the Bran- 
deis University Library with books. The Brandeis @ 
Women’s Committee is an organization which seeks § 
to serve the nation’s first Jewish-sponsored, non- 
sectarian institution of higher learning in the role 
of ‘alumnaie.’ The purchase of books for the Li- 
prary happened to be the first project which the 
Women’s Committee undertook. The group has 
assumed the function of maintaining the library 
and has now adopted for the coming season the ob- 
jective of establishing at the University four chairs in the Humani- 
ties. 

“Helen Cohen expresses fear at the overabundance of organi- 
gations ‘most of which have had to struggle for decent attendance 
at meetings.’ i suspect the American Jewish women have no hesi- 
tation or shynesses in making clear their organizational interests. 
I further suspect that when the Brandeis Women’s Committee was 
first announced that its success was determined by the extent to 
which the women felt that it filled a real need. In the one year of 
its existence, 32 local chapters of the National“Women’s Committee 
of Brandeis University have been established and 20 more are in 
the process of organizing. 

“Until just a few months ago, this entire operation was handled 
on a lay basis without the participation of any professional aid. I 
think these figures offer clear-cut evidence as to the need which the 
Brandeis Women’s Committee is fulfilling. 

“The establishment of Brandeis University has attracted the 
attention and support of American Jewry throughout the nation. 


They see in its future and present operations the performance of a 


valid function by the American Jewish Community. In the last an- 
alysis, the success or lack of success attendant upon the activities of 
any Jewish women’s organization will be determined by the women 
themselves. When Jewish women from Massachusetts to Califor- 
nia enter with zeal into the task of insuring the success of the 
only educational institution on a college or university level which 
the Jewish people of America have contributed to our nation’s non- 
sectarian academic resources, it would seem to be somewhat spe- 
cious to challenge the value of the organization.” 


IF MRS. MICHAELS READ MY PIECE carefully, she knows 
that I am heartily in favor of helping Brandeis University. I only 
questioned the wisdom of starting new organizations without elim- 
inating any of the old ones (which may no longer serve any real 
function), thereby adding an extra group to already over-organized 
Jewish community—in which the same women are called upon over 
and over again to contribute time and money. 

I believe an alive and growing Jewish community SHOULD be 
continually starting new projects. Would our readers suggest that 
anew set-up be developed to meet the need, not along the old, for- 
mal organization lines? Or maintain the laissez faire attitude of let- 
ting the public decide, by its interest or lack of interest, which or- 
ganizations deserve its support?

1 onion, diced j dash barbecue sauce

Put one cup of white rice, one teaspoon salt and two cups cold

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Return ZOA to Traditional All-Israel Policy 


HE timé will come when Daniel Frisch 
will be able to look back on his year as 
president of the Zionist Organization of Amer- 
ica, and point to the ideas he presented and 
say: “I recommended that 10 or 20 or 30 years 
ago.” 

For Mr. Frisch is a keen observer of the 
American Jewish community. He knows its 
faults, and its needs. In each case of his major 
recommendations to the Zionist Organization 
of America, he has brought forward a remedy 
for a major ill of the Jewish community. 

In democratization of the American Jewish 
community, in the field of Jewish. education, 
and now in his recommendation for a unifica- 
tion of all American Zionist parties, Mr. 
Frisch’s error has not at all been in respect 
to need, but more—as we pointed out last 
week—in the planning, the approach, and of 
course, in the inherent weakness of the ZOA, 
facing its own immense internal proglems, to 
do anything about such gigantic projects. 

Several years ago, with the advent of the 
Silver-Neumann regime, the ZOA turned its 
back on its traditional policy of Zionism as a 
whole, in favor of developing a party like that 
of the Labor Zionists or the Mizrachi. There 
was some justification for this move, although 
The POST and others have pointed out the 
serious mistake involved in attempting to weld 
so amorphous a group as is represented in the 
ZOA into any kind of a party. 

The plan was implemented with the estab- 
lishment of the World Confederation of Gen- 
eral Zionists, which has since entered the lists 
in Israel as a separate political party, which is 
now building up middle class institutions, such 
as middle class colonies, free loan societies for 
the middle class, and so on. 

As a party, the General Confederation has 
and will fare poorly both in Israel and in the 
United States. 

In the United States, the transformation of 
the ZOA into a political party has left the 
rank and file of the membership unmoved 

mostly for two reasons. One is that the mem- 
bership of the ZOA is not concerned with Is- 
raeli politics; it is concerned with Israel in 
general, and, two, the membership is not too 
well informed when it comes to Zionist politics. 

Now if the ZOA had continued the tradi- 
tional welfare of Israel program which had 
made it the strongest group in the United 
States, it today would be in an excellent posi- 
tion to implement the newest Frisch “dream” 
—merger of all U.S. Zionist groups. F 

In addition, Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver would 
at this moment be ascending to the presidency 


of the World Zionist Organization, a position 

he deserves and which he should hold, out of 

respect for his tremendous work for the State 
of Israel. 

The chances are, too, that had there not been 
this new ZOA political policy, the fight for 
control of the United Palestine Appeal last 
year might have been settled without such 
costly bitterness. 

So that had the ZOA not turned its back on 
the one principle that had been its greatest 
strength, then Mr. Frisch’s present recommen- 
dation for an amalgamation of all Zionist 
parties outside of Israel would have received 
consideration as an idea from a non-partisan 
Zionist group, instead of from a source with a 
possible ulterior motive. Hence, the situation 
that Mr. Frisch returns to the U.S. with news 
of ZOA party achievements—such as colonies, 
the Zionist House, etc.—and then simultaneous- 
ly says: Let’s eliminate all parties. 

All this leads to the consideration of what 
might happen were Mr. Frisch to take the 
ZOA back into the path of its traditional role 
as a grouping of American Jews, interested 
in seeing Israel developed to its fullest extent 
as an exemplary and honorable member of the 
family of nations. 

At once, the ZOA would resume the role of 
the great Zionist party of the diaspora. The 
Government and the other parties in Israel 
would hail the step and the suspicion and bit- 
terness both here and in Israel concerning the 
presumed intentions of ZOA leaders would be 
dissipated. 

The party system in Israel fragmentizes the 
nation. If one important Zionist grouping 
would say, a plague on all your houses; this 
is what we feel is best for the welfare of ALL 
Israel, that group would dominate the Zion- 
ists of the diaspora overnight. Then there 
would be the backing of world Jewish opinion 
for such recommendations as the colonies the 
ZOA is establishing, the Tree loan societies the 
ZOA is setting up. 

Within the ZOA itself, there is opposition 
to the present drive toward a political party, 
as was testified by the Rochester ZOA district 
recently, which proposed a non-partisan ap- 
proach through the Jewish Agency on aid to 
Israel. 

Here, then, is an opportunity for Mr. Frisch 
to make his administration a historic one. 
This would be statesmanship. It would be a 
great decision not alone for the ZOA and for 
American and diaspora Zionism, but for Israel 
too. 


The Question is: After Intermarriage, What? 


LTHOUGH we have only newspaper ac- 
counts of Rabbi Israel Tabak’s remarks 
at a press conference in Boston on intermar- 
riage, it would be well to ask of Rabbi Tabak 
what he feels the Orthodox attitude should be 
today on that problem. e 
What Rabbi Tabak said, according to the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency, was that 90 per- 
cent of intermarriage are unsuccessful, and 
that intermarriage tends “to weaken the sta- 
mina of American population.” 
Hardly anyone is urging intermarriage, so 


._ Rabbi Tabak’s warning is nothing new. 


What he can contribute, however, is advice 
to parents about what to do in the case of in- 
termarriage. Should Orthodox parents “sit 
shivah” for their intermarried children, and 
consider them as dead, or should they follow 
the practice now pretty generally accepted of 
bringing the non-Jewish member into the Jew- 
ish community by conversion. 


Intermarriage can be dissuaded to a certain 
extent; but neither this nor anything else will 
decrease the frequency of intermarriage to 
any extent, as long as there are no barriers— 
and certainly Rabbi Tabak would not prefer 
barriers—to meetings and associations between 
Jews and non-Jews. 

In many congregations, especially in small 
communities, at least one-third of the members 
are inter-married. What the figures are in. 
large cities, where it is so easy for any family 
to lose itself, may never be known. 


But whether the Orthodox practice of ex- 
cluding those that intermarry from the Jew- 
ish group should be eased, in view of its im- 
practicability, and #¥ view of its contribution 
to the high figure of unhappy marriages (Dr. 
Tabak does not give any source for his figures) 
—that is the question Dr. Tabak might well 


answer.

IT DOESN’T REQUIRE much 
observation or anything more 
than intuition to be able to re- 
cognize a consecrated rabbi, and 
I think all of us revere them 
when we come in contact with 
them. They are usually quite 
humble and almost inevitably 
they are retiring souls. In the 
face of the invasion of the traits 
so much admired in the business 
world, such as aggressiveness 
and a knack of getting one’s 
name in the public eye, into the 
realm of the rabbinate, when one 
meets a rabbi such as I’ve de- 
scribed, his one outstanding char- 
acteristic is his “sweetness.” 

Such a rabbi we've all know, 
and such a rabbi is Abraham Hal- 
pern, of B’nai Amoona Congrega- 
tion in St. Louis. The pulpit has 
been his for 33 years, the only 
pulpit he ever held. He and I 
don’t see eye to eye on our re- 
ligion—he’s a right wing Conser- 
vative—but that makes little dif- 
ference. 

Last week he was my guide 
through his new $700,000 syna- 
gogue reaching completion. Erie 
Mendelsohn is the architect, and 
the building is striking. Many 
structures costing twice that 
much will not give the space and 
building that B’nai Amoona is 


’ getting. And I krow nothing to 


compare to it in accomodations 
for services, for the school, for 
the Sisterhood and the rabbi. 

The roof of the synagogue it- 
self starts at the ground behind 
the altar and arches up to ¢ 
high ceiling, the most lofty point. 
Running throughout the middle 
of the ceiling is an opening per- 
haps 10 feet wide, which reminds 
one of an observatory, with the 
opening for the movement of the 
telescope as it follows the stars 
through the night. 

As the ceiling ends, it abuts 
over the top of the building some 
30 feet or more, like a wide awn- 
ing, and gives the building its 
uniqueness from the outside. This 
construction also allows for wide 
windows 30 or 40 feet high, which 
light up the auditorium proper 
with bright sunlight. 

What the total effect will be, 
I don’t want to hazard. The build- 
ing isn’t completed, and I don’t 
want to get on record as saying 
that the total impact of the struc- 
ture is one of religious inspria- 
tion, although I feel quite certain 
that is exactly what the final 
feeling will be. 

For $700,000 or even a million 
dollars these days, the choice 
must be between a fancy syna- 
gogue or an adequate structure 
for class rooms. But at the B’nai 
Amoona, boths are provided for. 

Mr. Mendelsohn is building the 
Fark School synagogue in Cleve- 
land, and one night several 
months ago Rabbi Armand Cohen 
took me around to see it. It’s 
about half completed, and _ its 
costs will be over a million dol. 
lars. I’m looking forward to get- 
ting to see it when it’s finished. 

In Chicago, Temple Sinai is 
rapidly nearing completion, and 
I hope to be able to be present 
at its dedication. 

In many a community, the Jew- 
ish Temple has been an outstand- 
ing edifice, and usually pointed 
vut to the visitor, whether Jew- 
ish or not, as a showplace. That 
was true before and after the 
first World War. Now, however, 
with so many impressive civic 
buildings having been erected, 
and with so many other well-fash- 
ioned church buildings dotting 
the city, the Jewish Temple has 
been more or less submerged. 

Now this new building splurge 
all over the country will never 
return the Jewish Temple to its 


’ old position in this respect. But 


an outstanding building has its 
effect on the Jewish worshipper.

your contests in the great 
pooks series have been interest- 
ing and entertaining, but I must 
eonfess that the third contest, 
the listing of the 10 most fam- 
ous living U.S. rabbis, left me a 
trifle perturbed, for although I 
twice scanned the final list and 
the runners-up, I could nowhere 
find the name of Rabbi Henry 
Cohen of Galveston, Texas. 

Perhaps the tiny, octogenafian 
cdergyman from Texas, whose 
peneficence and goodwill have 
taught enduring lessons both to 
Jews and Christians alike, has 
peen too modest and retiring, 
else how could a representative 
group of intelligent American 
Jews overlook him in the Post 
contest? Rabbi Cohen recently 
left his pulpit in Galveston for 
the last time ,after many valiant 
years of the most distinguished 
service. Just a short time before, 
he'd been honored by an _ out- 
standing Christian institution, 
Texas Christian University, which 
conferred its first honorary de- 
gree in absentia upon Henry Co- 
hen ,who was too old to travel 
to Fort Worth. And some years 
pefore this great recognition, 
The “Reader’s Digest,” I believe, 
printed an article about Rabbi 
Cohen which labeled that gentle- 
man as the “No. One Citizen in 
Texas.” 

Reason enough for  other’s 
overlooking Henry Cohen can 
probably be found in my own pri- 
vate experience with him. 

During the war, in early 1943, 
Iwas stationed at Camp Wallace, 
Texas, near Galveston, for a 


short period. There, like many 
another serviceman, I attended 
Friday evening chapel services, 
to which Rabbi Cohen also fre- 
auently came and lent his lab- 
ours. 

One such evening, after his 
brief sermon, which I found 
quite interesting—for the kind- 
ly rabbi with the British accent 
and the warm, unassuming man- 
ner was a singular personality 
even in the Lone Star State and 
a newly-mushroomed army camp 
—I struck up a conversation 
with his wife, a lovely lady, to 
whom I became instantly at- 
tracted because she had a grand- 
son at the University of Wiscon- 
sin, which institution I’d recent- 
ly left, and, even more so, be- 
cause of her quiet charm and 
dignity. 

Mrs. Cohen, later in the even- 
ing, introduced me to her hus- 
band, who had been surrounded 
by GI’s. They invited me to 
spend portions of the approach- 
ing Passover season with their 
family in Galveston. I accepted 
and was welcomed graciously 
into the Cohen home, an experi- 
ence which proved most memor- 
able and beneficial, especially to 
the soul of a tormented basic- 
training soldier who was many 
miles from home and friendly 
voices. I prayed with Henry 
Cohen’s family in the Temple in 
Galveston which he had led for 
so long, heard him deliver some 
more sermons and spent some 
quiet hours in his company. 

Soon thereafter I was trans- 
ferred from Camp Wallace, and, 


at the time, I believe, I knew 
little about Rabbi Cohen’s Life 
or background. He was just a 
good, glowing person in my mem- 
ory, an image I'd. never forget, 
I thought (and, to this day, I 
might add, with pride, Rabbi Co- 
hen and I regularly correspond), 
until 1 wrote about Cohen to an- 
other friend of mine in Washing- 
ton, Atty, Maxwell M. Rabb, who 
was then secretary of Senator 
Lodge of Massachusetts. Rabb 
quickly identified the Galveston 
spiritual leader and told me 
something about his past. Of 
course, as an individual, I have 
always regretted my inability to 
spend more time with the hum- 
ble, gentle little man, and, some- 
day, if I ever get back to Texas, 
I know I'll find my way back to 
Galveston. Henry Cohen’s com- 
pany still has much to offer a 
younger man. 

Somehow there’s a bit of poig- 
nancy in the preceding, at least 
to this reader, because I feel that 
years of distinguished service to 
mankind should be memorialized 
before a great man’s demise, if 
we’re so fortunate as to have 
that person still with us. Rabbi 
Cohen, we pray, will remain to 
guide us for many more long 
years, but the obscurity to which 
he has alreadly seemingly been 
relegated—if the Post contest is 
at all conclusive—is unkind, so 
contrasting a condition to his 
lifelong manner and philosophy. 

We should honor this man now. 

We should place him very high 
before his contemporaries, where 
he already stands in the minds 
of those many rabbis he has 
tutored and to the many human 
hearts he has salvaged.

MRS. OTT SEES GOOD IN SAKS' STAND: 
SHOWS WHERE RESCUE WORK NEEDED

NEW TOME ON NAZI SAVAGERY 
RAISES ISSUE: FOR WHAT END? 


I DID NOT INTERVIEW THE DEAD, By David Pp

ERE IS an anesthesia of 
sensitivity or horror, just 
as there is an anesthesia of pain. 
The nerves are cunningly design- 
ed to carry the message of dan- 
ger to the brain so the hand too 
near the hot stove may be swiftly 
withdrawn. Beyond a certain de- 
gree of agony, the nerves’ efficien- 
cy breaks down, the system re- 
fuses to transmit the signal gar- 
bled by repetition with its old 
quickness; the limit of suffering 
has been reached and the hund- 
redth blow is not 100 times more 
racking than the first. 

So also for the onlooker, the vi- 
carious Sadist-Martyr, the mo- 
ment comes when the mind re- 
jects further laceration and 
shields itself with the callous of 
familiarity or in overwhelmed 
horror, exclaims, No, no, such 
things don’t happen. They can’t! 
No matter how exactly and care- 
fully documented the accounts 
of the great martyrdom they Fre- 
main, in the revealing phrase, ab- 
solutely unbelievable. They are 
unbelievable because the spirit 
shrinks not so much from the 
dead—for there are natural catas- 
trophes which inflict their own 
torments—as from the doers. We 
cannot take refuge in the tempt- 
ing sophistry that the Germans 
are some special order of crea- 
tion; we know that they are men, 
and what some men are capable 
of, all men are. 


“Dante was just a dog. They 
(the Germans) know it much bet- 
ter.” So one of the Jewish victims 
cried out when she saw the Gyp- 
sies burnt alive at Auschwitz. But 
the word devil has lost its mean- 
ing, its connotation of absolute 
evil. Mark Twain’s “They are hu- 
man beings. Worse than that I 
can say of no man,” is closer to a 
judgment. The capos, the SS, 
the nazis, the German people 
were all human. Dante was in- 
deed a dog because he could not 
visualize a hell officered by Klein- 
menschen.

I have had occasion to reread many famous boxing stories 
and was shocked to discover that the writers managed to pop up 
with belittling comments against the Jews. Ernest _— 
Hemingway in his noted “Fifty Grand,” continually *® 
has his characters call certain people “kikes.” No 
doubt the men he writes about are being accurately 
quoted. Nevertheless, the feeling persists that there 
js something ugly about the work “kike.” 

Charles Van Loan, one of the most famous 
writers of the twenties, in a book called “Taking the 
count,” includes nearly a score of stories and the 
Jews who appear in them are either shady man- 
agers or cowardly or over-clever boxers. 
Bpurnett’s “Iron Man,” a prize fight novel by the 
author of “Little Caesar,” and now available in a 25 cent edition, 
also has many derogatory references to Jews. Considering the pugs 
of the ’twenties, their attitudes may not be surprising. On the other 
hand, there were so many Jewish fighters and managers that the 
pias which crops up so consistently is also surprising. We wonder 
why no-one has remarked on this previously. Millions of people 
read these boxing stories, just as millions read Agatha Christie’s 
detective stories, which are peppered with anti-Jewish statements. 
It is an unusual aspect of the world of sports and literature. Social 
historians may make a note of it.

I wish you could hear the He- 
brew songs here. They are not 
the ones that we used to sing.

I went to Jerusalem. It was 
very interesting. You can’t see 
too much because the old city is 
in the hands of the Arabs, but I 
saw the grave of Herzl, Y.M.C.A. 
which is beautiful, King David 
Hotel, an Art Exhibit, etc. 

Now I have a wonderful job 
and like it very much. It is very 
interesting work. It is in Eng- 
lish, of course, with a little He- 
brew. I work from 8 till 4 in the 
afternoon. I work in Ramat Gan 
which is far from Rehovoth so I 
have to get up at 5:45 and at 6:15 
I am already on the bus. I don’t 
come home till 6 at night and I 
also take lessons at night in He- 
brew. It’s hard but I like it. 

Well, that’s all for now. Oh, I 
forgot, thank you for the offer 
to send something but right now 
there is nothing I need but if the

Dobkin said that general Jewish education and 
Hebrew schools under Zionist direction are essen.

Rochester Grocer

“If you 
want to influence the course 
which the state of Israel takes, 
the best way is to come to the 
country and settle here.” 

He accused the religious ele- 
ments of having issued sentence 
“before you have heard the ac- 
cused; this is against the law of 
Moses.” 





Austria Nazi Thugs 
Openly Attack Jews 
VIENNA—(WNS)—The impu- 
dence of the youthful Nazis in 
this city reached a disturbing 
height this week, culminating in 
an attack on a number of Jews 
in cafes and other public places. 
The Nazis raided the Hotel 
Continental and.assaulted a num- 
ber of Jewish guests. The police 
showed no inelination toward ar- 
resting the thugs despite com- 
plaints by the hotel management. 
After leaving the hotel, the group 
ran through the adjacent streets, 
insulting and assaulting Jewish

The Large City Conference repre- 
sents welfare funds in the 10 
largest Jewish communities. The 
CJFWF represents the 265 local 
federations and welfare funds of 
the U.S. Jewish community.
